san FRANCISCO, May 26.—Advices per steam- 
er City of Peking, which arrived this morn- 
ing from China and Japan state that nineteen 
Chinese were beheaded by order of the au- 
thorities at Kowloon City April 17, and that 
nine of them are known to have participated 
in the Namoa pirac gedy.

A report issued by the Japanese Home De- 
partment shows that sixty-four earthquakes 
were felt in different parts of the Empire in 
twenty-four days in March last, The greatest 
number occurring on one day was nine 
shocks on the 2istof thatmonth, No great 
damage was done.

The Emperor, it is stated, has had a con- 
ference with Count Ito on April 27 with refer- 
ence to the resignation of Count Ymagata 
and the formation of a new Cabinet. Itis 
understood that Count Ito persisted in his 
declination to form a Cabinet. While the 
idea prevails that Count Saigo will accept 
the responsibility, certain Japanese papers 
state that he would not remain in the Cabinet 
should Ymagata retire, and that in this event 
Count Matsulata alone would be eligible. 


PETITIONING THE EMPEROR. 


GERMAN MANUFACTURERS EXDEAVORTO EFFECT 
A RECONCILIATION WITH BISMARCK. 

BERLIN, May 2#%.—A number of petitions 
have been sent to the Kaiser praying him to 
effect a reconciliation with Bismarck. The 
petitions come chiefly from manufacturing 
interests, for Bismarck is especially popular 
on account of his policy of protection. The 
Kaiser is said to be deeply hurt by the tone 
and method of these documents and to con- 
sider their contents something in the nature 
of a deprecation of his own authority. He 
bas turned over no less than five of them to 
the prosecuting officers. Some of these peti- 
tions are in poetry. 

BOCHART’S EXPEDITION. 

The enterprise of Herr Oscar Bochart, 
formerly of the Emin Pasha relief expedi- 
tion, is strongly supported by the Govern- 
ment and it is thought that the Kaiser, out of 
his private purse, will probably assist in 
making the expedition a success. Herr Bo- 
chart proposes totakea small steamtug to 
the Victoria Nyanza, and also build on the 
lake a small ship-buflding yard. The money 
at present avallable is about £5,000, which 
was subscribed by. the. rs of Dr. 
Peters. Some German artisans witli goto 
East Africa with the expedition. 

THE POPE’S LETTER. 

The papal encyclical has attracted but lit- 
tle attention in Berlin, where the labor 
movemenfis altogether under the control of 
Socialism. The Socialists expect to have a 
majority in the Reichstag after the next gen- 
eral election, sothey say. The encyclical is 
not altogether satisfactory to the wealthier 
class among the German Roman Catholics. 
who consider that it lends too much encour- 
agement to labor agitation. 

BARRACKS BURNED. 

The barracks occupied by the Second Regi- 
ment of Uhians was burned to the ground to- 
day. The exhibition of fine arts, which is 
situated opposite the Uhlans Barracks, was 
saved with difficuity. The stables attached 
tothe barracks caught fire and they, too, 
were destroyed. 


THE HEBREW EXODUS. 


JEWISH MERCHANTS ABANDONING sr. PETERS- 
BURG—MISERABLE REFUGEES. 

St. PETERSBURG, May 2%.—The rich Jewish 
merchants of this city propose to follow the 
example of the Jewish merchants of Moscow 
and abandon the city entirely tothe Rus- 
sians. They are calling in all the money that 
they can collect, much to the disgust and 
embarassment of their Russian debtors, 
many of whom may havetogo into bank- 
ruptcy. In this way a good deal of private 
capitalisleaving Russia for Berlin, Paris, 
London and other places. The police do 
what they can to stay the exodus of the 
wealthy, but without avail. 


UNDESIRABLE IMMIGRANTS. 

Loxpox, May 2%.—An obnoxious feature of 
the stream of foreign emigration into Lon- 
don is the merease of street walking. Re- 
gent street and other thoroughfares are in- 
fested toa degree that is seriously injuring 
the business of trade in those streets, a large 
portion of the women being foreigners from 
Poland and Russia. It is ciaimed that these 
women are the serfs of masters who pay 
them a starvation pittance and receive all 
their earnings and that the ranks of the un- 
fortunates are recruited from the continual 
arrivals at this port from the continent. The 
Regent street tradesmen have petitioned the 
authorities to abate the annoyance and the 
police have been ordered to take vigorous 
measures with that object in view.

The policemen then summoned the 
fire brigade who, by the use of their ladders, 
succeeded in getting at and finally overpow- 
ering the lunatic, who was removed to the 
hospital. 

ATTACKED BY NATIVES. 

SHANGHAI, May 2%.—The Christian missions 
at Nankin have been attacked and pillaged 
by natives, The inmates narrowly escaped 
with their lives. The anti-foreigner move- 
ment, which is fomented by secret societies, 
has caused alarm at the treaty ports: The 
Government is unable to suppress the move- 
ment. 


STONECUTTERS’ STRIKE. 


A Demand That the Bosses Erect Sheds for 
Them to Work Under. 


This morning there are fully three hundred 
stonecutters striking because their bosses re- 
fuse to erect sheds for them to work under. 
Most of the men quit yesterday and to-day is 
being spent in trying to adjust the matter 
with the employers, who have thus far re- 
fused to accede to the demands. The strike 
was decided upon at a mass-meeting last 
night, and while the strike is not general by 
any means those string affirm that they 
will not go back to work until the sheds have 
been erected. 

The claim is made that on an average the 
men have lost one day a week since the open- 
ingof work because sheds have not been 
at hand in which to work, and the ciaim is 
made that this is a great tnjustice. The 
strike is individual and not of a general char- 
acter, the men returning to work where the 
sheds have been furnished, and staying out 
where the request for the same has been 
refused. Little concerning the strike is 
known around. headquarters with the ex- 
ception that itis on, the men remaining at 
home very close. 

The bosses are complaining very loudly and 
say that the first intimation they received 
of the demand was yesterday morning, when 
the men conveyed to them the intelligence 
that sheds would have to be erected immedi- 
ately, not even giving time for the work to be 
done. On the other hand the men claim they 
have been agitating the question of sheds for 
some time, and that the strike has been ge- 
layed because of the promises on the 
part of the contractors to comply with the 
request, Wm. Reynolds, the Secretary of the 
union, claiming that itis not right to com- 
pel the men to lose time simply because the 
bosses are too penurious to erect the sheds.

Shortly 
afterward a student blew a blast on a 
tin bugle, whereupon the policeman ap- 
proached him from behind and dealt hima 
fearful blow with hisclub back of the ear, 
felling him to the ground and rendering bim 
insensible. This the students and 
they made it so hot for the policeman that he 
jumped into a cab and drove up town, pro- 
cured help and awaited the arrival of the 
procession which the students formed on the 
arrivalofthe team. The officers then ar- 
two leaders of the procession and 
with them to the City Hall. Some 
one the crowd yetled: ‘*Shall we let the 
boys go to the zal?“ There was a general 
shout of ‘‘No’’ and the students, nearly three 
hundred in number, threw themselves upon 
the police. A desperate conflict ensued. The 
two students under arrest were rescued sev- 
eral times, but refused to escape and 
were retaken by the officers.

Non-Union Bus Drivers Stoned by the 
Infuriated Strikers. 


TEAMS CUT LOOSE AND STAGES OVER- 
TURNED IN THE STREETS, 


— — —ʒ 


The Police Overpowered by the Orowd— 
4 Plea for Troops Meets With an Un- 
favorable Response From M Freyéei- 
net—Public Sympathy Strong for the 
Strikers—Labor Notes. 


PARIS, May 26.—The strike of stage drivers 
througout Paris which was begun yesterday 
continues to-day and is causing great excite- 
ment in this city. Enormous crowds of peo- 
ple, the majority of whom are in warm 
sympathy with the strikers, surround the 
Gepots of the Omnibus Co. During the night 
and this morning the company’s depots and 
Offices were guarded by strong forces of 
police and detachments of troops. There was 
no serious disturbance last night, but rioting 
was renewed early to-day when the stage 
company, assisted by the police, made an 
endeavor to run several stages. The strikers’ 
pickets had kept the main body of the 
discontented men well-informed of the move- 
ment projected, with the result that a crowd 
of the most desperate of the striking drivers 
gathered at the point from which the stages 
were to start. No sooner were the stages 
well out of the depot s than they were greeted 
with volley upon volley of stones which were 
accompanied with a perfect storm of hooting 
and jeering. Though the stages were es- 
corted by policemen the strikers watched 
their opportunity and at a signal agreed upon 
charged furiously upon the stages, swept 
away the police lines, dragged the ‘‘black- 
leg’’ drivers trom their boxes, pounded them 
vigorously, cut the traces of the horses and 
in several cases overturned and seriously 
damaged the stages themselves, 

THE POLICE POWERLESS. 
The police did their best to protect the 
company’s employes and property, but their 
efforts were nearly useless in the face of the 
overwhelmingly powerful rushes of the mob. 
Atonetime it was thought that the troops 
would be called upon to take action, but the 
authorities, in view of the popular sentiment 
of resentment which was aroused by the 
slaughter of the men by the soldiers at Four- 
mies on May Day, are not expected to order 
the troops to fire upon the people unless ab- 
solutely compelled to do so. 
At this hour (lla. m.) numbers of sta ges 
are standing deserted in the streets, blocking 
the traffic and showing how well the strikers 
are holding their own. Popular sympathy, 
as already stated, is undoubtedly with the 
strikers, and, in one case, this was mus 
trated ina manner somewhat disgusting to 
the black legs. Two stages were stopped 
by the strikers at a certain point and the 
horses were, as usual, unharnessed and led 
away amid the jeers ofthe crowd who wit- 
nessed the onslaught of the srikers. When 
the ‘‘black leg’’ drivers and conductors were 
pulled from the stages the inhabitants of the 
neighboring houses, male and female, nearly 
smothered the black legs with showers of 
dirty water, filth and refuse. When the new 
drivers finally escaped, they were almost 
as filthy a condition as it is men 
to be in. 
PULLED OFF THE STAGES. 

Squads of police attempted, by repeated 
charges upon the strikers and their support- 
ers, to protect the stages issuing from the 
depot on the Boulevard Bourden, but the 
crowds responded by attacking and over- 
powering the police. The strikers then 
pulled the black legs from the stages, se- 
verely maltreated them, and compelied the 
stages to return intothe depot. The police 
later on were reinforced and made many ar- 
rests among the strikers who had been prom- 
inent in the ric ting. 

The Gaulois to-day says that the stage com- 
pany asked M. de Freycinet, President of the 
council an ster ot War, to allow 
troops to take the places of the 
company’s drivers, and, in a word, to enable 
the company torun stages loaded with sol- 
diers through the streets of Paris. M. De 
Freycinet, the Gaulois adds, refused the com- 
pany’s requést. The latter then sent some of 
its officials to the Hotel De Ville and ro- 
quested the Municipal Council to intervene in 
behalf of the company. After some deliber- 
ation the Municipal Council consented to 
formally receive and hear the complaints of 
the stage company’s officers this afternoon. 

The extent to which the strikers enjoy the 
sympathy of the Parisian public may be 
judged from the fact that many of the news- 
papers of this city have opened subscriptions 
in behalf of the strikers and their families, in 
order to enable the drivers to successfully 
push their ight with the stage company. The 
strikers ask for twelve hours’ work per day 
and the reinstatement of drivers belonging 
to their union who have been discharged for 
agitating this movement.

The register at the hotel ro- 
veals his identity, as follows: Luke Short, 
Fort Worth, Tex.’’ The signature is a round 
business hand, without- flourishes of any 
kind, but conveying the idea to the reader 
that the hand which penned the line was firm 
and steady. Luke Short has been a familiar 
name in Western history for more ten years, 
and the gentleman carries medals fromthe 
United States Government for hon- 
orable service and distinguished 
bravery in saving the command of 
Col, Thornberger during the Cheyenne out- 
break in 1878, by carrying a dispatch to the 
veteran Commander 180 miles in twenty-four 
hours through a desert, at that time com- 
pletely in possession of the hostile Indians.

No 
y one could be found who would carry this in- 
telligence, although fabulous prices were 
Offered. Finally young Short volunteered his 
services, and within twenty-four hours had 
overtaken Col. Thornberger, who was ap- 
prised of his danger, only to meet his death 
at the hands of the Ute tribe, in Utah, a yaer 
later, atthe same time that Agent Meaker 
was murdered and his wifeand daughters 
abducted, 

A HISTORY FULL OF EXCITEMENT. 

At the present time Luke Short, owner of 
fast horses, backer of pugilistic events, gen- 
eralsportand half proprietor ofthe White 
Elephant saloon and gambling hell at Fort 
Worth, Tex., is only 38 years of age. Twenty- 
five years of that time have been spent on 
the plains and in the West, and the record of 
his affairs of honor and otherwise during 
that time would require a page of the PosrT- 
Disrpatcu for the telling. He went to 
the Northwest in 1881, and he 
acknowledges, already at the age of 19 

sed most pronounced sporting procliv- 
ities. While running a border place of 
amusement at Tombstone, Ariz., a noted 
highwayman and gambier named Charles 
Vollet, alias Charles Storms, came to that 
place and soon had the town under his 
thumb’’ as he expressed it. One day he 
went into Short’s place and raised a 
quarrel, a challenge for a street duel 
resulting. The next day the men met 
on the street and itis said both fired at the 
same moment. Vollet fell dead with a bullet 
through his heart, while Short remained un- 
hurt. A grand jubilation over the event was 
held, everybody drinking to the health of the 
20-year-old youth who had ridden the town of 
such a character. This was Short’s first vic- 
tim, and as in all the other cases he was not 
tried. 

In 1984 he located in Ft. Worth. Soon after- 
ward Jim Cartwright, noted for his aesperate 
deeds, was elected Marshal and, as after- 
ward was proven, blackmailed the saloons 
and gambling hells as much as possible. 
Short refused to divide and Cartwright, 
after making threats, called on Short, a 
quarrel following. Cartwright attempted to 
pull his pistol but Short was too quick, and 
sent a ball through the Marshal’s heart. This 
incident oceurred in 1887. Short has never 
been indicted for this affair, although he says 
he sought a trial. 

EXPEDITION TO RELEASE CUTTING, 

Opening up his valise this morning Mr. 
Short showed to a POsST-DISPATCH reporter 
the pistol which took the life of Cartwright, 
it being a 4-caliber Colt’s. It willbe remem- 
bered that the time A. K. Cutting, the 
printer, was imprisoned in Mexico, city of 
Chihuahua, Short was accused of attempting 
to bring about an insurrection in some of the 
Mexican States, but this morning he divulged 
the true meaning of his visit 
to the Republic just south of him. Short and 
several of his companions in Fort Worth con- 
cluded that it would be a good scheme to re- 
lease Cutting by force, or bribing, whichever 
was the most effective. Goingto Chihuahua 
a plot was formed and several officials fixed 
for the coup G’etat, but owing to treachery 
the scheme failed and Short and his com- 
panions were compelled to flee from the 
wrath of the Mexican government. 
Mr. Short says that, all published reports to 
the contrary notwithstanding, he had nothing 
whatever to do with the insurrection, which 
was planned for on a grand scale. 

Mr. Short is here looking over the ground 
preparatory to bringing some of his fast 
horses here this fall, and will re- 
main in the city for several 
days. People seeing him will find 
man of small stature, wiry form, black mus- 
tache and hair just tinged with gray, wear- 
ing a black French serge sack sult and a silk 
plug. The only peculiar mark is on his left 
hand, the result of a load of buckshot fired at 
him by a man named Wright froma window 
with intent of assassination on Dec. 2 last.

QUEER RUNAWAY ACCIDENT. 


A FRIGHTENED HORSE SPRINGS UPON THE TOP 
OF A CARRIAGE, 

New Tonk, May 2#.—A runaway accident by 
which two fashionable turnouts were 
smasned up, four persons, two of them 
ladies, badly shaken and seriously frightened, 
and the most crowded part of Fifth avenue 
suddenly made ascene of wild excitement, 
occurred at about 6 o'clock last evening. The 
smashup took place at Thirty-fifth street 
and Fifth avenue, immediately in front of the 
New York Club; and in full view of the 
Manhattan Club. The members of those 
clubs who happened to be looking out of the 
windows saw a horse running andi 
plunging and dragging after him a partly 
demolished vehicle along the opposite side- 
walk between Thirty-fifth and Thirty-sixth 
streets. The horse was on the wrong side of 
the street for going down town, and so the 
current was against him. He had not run a 
dozen yards before he was face to face with 
a sedate team drawing a closed family car- 
riage. The runaway, like a trained hurdle 
racer, rose to clear the team and landed on 
the box of the carriage. There was a crash, 
and then the air was filled with «a 
confused mass of horse, driver, frag- 
ments of glass, splintered wood and 
screams. The driver was hurled about ten 
feet from the box, and the intruding 
horse also got down suddenly and 
with surprising ease. Fortunately the horses 
attached to the carriage came toa dead 
stand, for the vehicle contained two ladies, 
who were literally buried under the 
wreck. Bystanders hurried to their gas- 
sistance and they were speedily extricated, 
Both were very much frightened and some- 
what bruised, but neither was seriously 
hurt. They were Mrs. Chester Griswold, the 
wife of the well-known yachtsman and club 
man, andan elderly lady whose name could 
not be ascertained. The carriage belonged 
to Mrs. Griswold. The ladies were put into 
a cab and driven to Mrs. Griswold’s home, 
The coachman, James Fitzpatrick, notwith- 
standing his violent fall, 
with no worse injury

Mrs. Griswold’s horses were uninjured. The 
horse which did all the damage belongs to 
Mr. Levy, who had been out driving in his 
brand new tilbury, and was slowly returning 
down Fifth avenue when, at Thirty-seventh 
street, the axle suddenly gave way at the 
hub of the right wheel.

Sir Julian said that Lord Salisbury ts not in- 
fiifferent to the importance of the subject, 
nor is he seeking needless delay.

Lord Salisbury is greatly troubled by the 
feeling in Canada, which he does not wish to 
disregard, although he says that he would 
like to reach an amicable agreement for a 
closed season. He sends Sir Julian to the 
President to make his position clear and to 
show that he is not intentionally delaying 
action, but is studying the question with a 
view to a solution. 

While the President and the Cabinet are 
willing toaccept the protestations of Lord 
Salisbury so far as circumstances justify 
them,they feel that it is getting too late in the 
season to halt. The subject will be taken up 
and discussed with considerable warmth at 
the meeting of the Cabinet. If nothing more 
satisfactory has been received from Lord Sal- 
isbury by that time a conclusion will proba- 
bly be reached without his assistance. * 


ORIGINAL PACKAGE LAW. 


YHE SUPREME COURT DECIDES THAT IT 18 
VALID—A KANSAS TEST CASE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C. May 26.—The Supreme 
Court handed down a decision yesterday 
Which declares that the original package law 
is Valid and constitutional. Chief Justice 
Fuller handed the decision, Justices Gray, 
Harlan and Brewer not concurring in some 
of the reasonings in the opinion of the court. 
The decision was rendered in the case of the 
Shawnee County (Kan.) Sheriff, John M. 
Wilkerson, against Charles A. Rohrer, an 
original package agent at Topeka, Kan., who 
set up the claim that the prohibition laws 
must be re-enacted to enforce the require 
ments of the bill contested. The court holds 
that the power of the State to im- 
pose restraints and burdens upon 
persons and property in the promo- 
tion of health and order 
isa thing always possessed by a State and 
not surrendered by them to the general gov- 
ernment not directly restrained by the con- 
stitution of the United States and essentially 
exclusive. The court holds that the enact- 
ment by Congress of the original package law 
was not forthe purpose of giving permission 
to States to enact prohibitory laws, but was 
to remove impediments to the enforcements 
of the same.

MANSFIELD’S MEN COMPLAINING. 


Discrimination in the Pay of Deputy Jury 
Commissioners. 
A rumor is prevalent that there is dissatis- 
faction existing among the ranks of Jury 
Commissioner Mansfield’s special deputies 
who are engaged making a canvass of the 
city, taking the names of those who are 
eligible for jury service. The trouble grows 
out of the fact that the men are divided into 
two classes, the first grade receiving $4 a day 
for their services and the others $3 a day. 
Some of the $8 men, it seems, claim they are 
doing as good work as the $ men, and re- 
gard the difference in pay as an injustice. 
The manner in which Commissioner Mans - 
field classifies the men is thus: There are a 
number of attorneys on the list of appoint- 
ments, some of them recent graduates. The 
lawyers Mr. Mansfield has included in the first 
class, or i men. The $3 men are supposed to 
be men of intelligence, but not conversant 
with law. The discontent has been growing, 
it is stated, and some of the 883 men unbur- 
dened themselves to their friends until the 
matter began to be discussed about the Court 
house. Nobody, however, would mention 
any names in connection with the matter. 
A Post-DISPATCH: reporter callea on Com- 
missioner Mansfield and asked him concern- 
ing the rumors. Mr. Mansfield said it was 
the first he had heard of any dissatisfation 
and was very much surprised to learn it: 1 
told each man said the Com- 
missioner, ‘‘just what he was to get 
béfore he was appointed. I told the $3 men 
that the others were to get $a day, and not 
to be surprised at this difference when they 
went to the Comptroller to receive their pay. 
It was just this way. There are some men 
who are worth $10 and $l5a day,if the ap- 
propriation allowed it. The lawyers are not 
working for $4a day. They have done itfat my 
personal request to help meout. It is the 
best canvass that was ever made. Itis for 
the benefit of the city and the lawyers fare 
doing it not only at my request, but at the 
request of such men as Judge J. A. Madill. 
I put the lawyers in the roughest districts. 
Now, any one can tell for instance that John 
Davis is fit to Serve on a jury. But take a 
case down near the Levee for instance. One 
of these lawyers in three or four questions 
can tell whether a man is fit to go on a jury 
ornot, while those $3 men will ask, ‘Can 


an hour. Those $4 men will go out and clean 
up a districtand be back with their report 
in no time, while the $3 men will 
be back asking for instruction on 
points of law until they bother 
vou to death. If I discover anyone making 
any complaints I will drop him. In fact, if 1 
discovered anything of that sort I would just 
as soon do away with the whole list of $3 
men. 

The duties of a Deputy Jury Commissioner 
are tocallat each housein his district and 
secure the names of all the males eligible for 
jury service. A blank form is furnished the 
deputy, which he fills out, giving the name, 
address and occupation of the person to be 
registered,

The Court of Appeals decided the appeal 
case this morningin regard to the litigation 
over the expenses incurred by Emil Thomas, 
the City Marshal, in the defense of the in- 
junction suit brought against him and Re- 
corder Williamsto present him from getting 
the office then held by Neiser. The court had 
previously allowed Thomas $500 for attor- 
ney’s fees, but on account of a recent decis- 
ion of the Supreme Court In a similar matter, 
this allowance was recalled and only $333 
allowed, the Judges agreeing with one of the 
plaintiff’s witnesses that in this class of suits 
the value of counsel’s services in the trial 
court are about two-thirds of the value of 
tt e entire services incase of appeal, since 
all the preparation on questions of law and 
fact have to be made before trial in the lower 
court. The services of the attorneys before 
the higher court were deducted from the Dill. 
The court overruled the motion for re 
hearing in the case of Hughes against Fagin, 
and in the case of Powell et al. vs. Palmer. 


Judge Dillon’s Decisions. 


Judge Dillon decided the suit of Chris 
Niemann vs. Wm. F. Koch et al. in favor of 
the defendants. This was a suit againsta 
cons and his bondsmen for $300, the 
bondsmen being Henry Stifton, Ludwig Hake 
and Wm, Hake. 

In the case of Collector Ziegenhein against 
Spencer etal. for back taxes, Judgment was 
given for $744.78 and interest and taxable 
costs. 

Judgment for plaintiff for $106.35 was 
rendered in the suit of John A. Steininger 
against John Vogel. This was an appeal case 
from Justice Ryan, and the decision of Judge 
Dillon {practically sustained the finding of 
the lower court, 


Mr. Wangelin Granted a Divorce. 
Judge Valliant dismissed Mrs. Matilda 
Wangelin’s petition for divorce this morning 
and granted her husband, Fritz Wangelin, a 
divorce on his cross-bill. The testimony was

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 2%6.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Henzel, in an interview last night, said: 
On Saturday afternoon I received from the 
Auditor General a statement of the accounts 
of the Commonwealth against John Bardsley 
for such moneys collected by him 
for the State of Pennsylvania and 
against the city of Philadelphia for 
such moneys collected by John Bardsley 
as City Treasurer for the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania. From an examination ofthe 
accounts,I became satisfied that John Bards- 
ley had violated the law by converting to his 
Own use moneys collected by him 
for the State. Thereupon I advised 
Auditor General McCammant to have 
& complaint made against Bardsley in the 
Dauphin County Court, and another against 
Bardsley in Philadelphia County for appro- 
priating to his use funds belonging tothe 
State. Auditor-General McCammant accom- 
panied me to Philadelphia to appear asa 
witness at the hearing to be held in this city. 
After a consultation with District- Attorney 
Graham the complaint against the City of 
Philadelphia for moneys misappropriated by 
Bardsley as City Treasurer was approved 
and a warrant was issued for his arrest. 
Upon this charge I directed that bail in the 
sum of $25,000 should be demanded.

MR. SOMERVILLE ENCOUNTERS THE WATCH. 

Last Saturday evening Mr. Wm. Somer- 
ville, in whose charge the church building 
had been placed by the Directors of the St. 
George’s Church Society, stopped at the 
vestry door at Twenty-seventh and Chestnut 
streets, on his way home, intending to enter 
and consult some books and papers. To his 
great surprise he heard voices on the inside. 
He knocked loudly onthe door and a gruff 
voice called out: 

„Who's there?“ 

The Church Society director gave his name 
and was greeted with the question: 

**Have you an order from Dr. Holland?’’ 

„I have not!’’ was theastonished reply. 

Then you can’t get in?“ 

By way of answer Mr. Somerville took a 
pass-key from his pocket and let himself into 
the buijding that had been placed under his 
charge. A strange sight met his eyes. 

Two men, armed with revolvers and ap- 
parently perfectiy at home, stood before 
him barring further entrance into the build- 
ing.

$15,000 of stock, between Dr. Holland and one 
of his parishioners, the question of removal 
causing the contefiftion. The rector was 
strongly in favor of rebuilding farther west, 
while his opponents wanted to reara new 
edifice on the old site. 
Directly after completing his sermon last 
Sunday Dr. Holland read a type-written doc- 
ument, which in effect charged that certain 
parties were scheming to gain possession of 
St. George's Church property, place depts 
upon the same or do something for which 
they had no authority. He said that of the 
nine direptors of the church a majority were 
with the rector, Dut owing to the ad- 
of them the directory 
had concluded to.expend $3,000 in repairing 
the church building, despite the voteof the 
vestry to the contrary, and claimed that the 
meeting of the directorate was not a repre- 
sentative one, there being only five 
members present. He spoke of each gen- 
tleman connected with the fight on him, and 
asked: ‘‘Are they wiser, purer and more un- 
selfish than your own officers?

At the pres- 
ent time, when marriage appears to be fall - 
ing inte the sere and yellow leaf and its 
blessings are gravely questioned, the kiss- 
ing of husbands or wives, either in public 
or private, should be viewed as a praise- 
worthy act to be encouraged by all.

HOW IT WORKS IN OTHER CITIES. 


Within the last twelve months a suc- 
cession of political bank failures culmin- 
ating in the recent Keystone Bank ex- 
plosion and the disappearance of neariy 
$1,500,000 belonging to the State of Penn- 
sylvania and the city of Philadelphia, has 
disclosed in a striking manner the prac- 
tical working of the political’ machine 
wherever it is permitted to treat public 
trusts as business opportunities, and es- 
pecially where it is permitted to involve 
the State Government, the administration 
ofarich municipality and the control of 
Federal patronage all in the same machine 
net. 

The exposures which last year defeated 
QUAY’s candidate for Governor and re- 
vealed the rottenness of DELAMATER’S 
bank and its illicit use of State money as 
| banking capital left the other banks in the 
combination apparently unshaken for a 
time. But, one after another, they have 
been prostrated by the shock until the 
failure of the Spring Garden and the Key- 
stone, the flight of the latter’s President 
and the arrest of defaulting City Treasurer 
BARDSLEY promise to bring all the princi- 
pal operatives of the Quay machine into 
the courts as arraigned criminals. 

The methods of a corrupt political ma- 
chine system will now be more fully dis- 
closed in the effort to recover §1,500,000 of 
stolen public money and to punish some of 
the respectable and frequently honored 
thieves. It will be shown how machine 
control of Federal patronage has made a 
farce of the examination of the rotten 
banks; how city money and State money 
have been seized and used as banking cap- 
ital or in speculation; how school teachers 
and other servants of the public have been 
compelled to wait for their pay or let their 
claims be cashed at a discount, while the 
public money was unlawfully used for 
private profit; how defalcations were cov- 
ered up and carried over by the machine 
that controlled nominations and elections 
and farmed out the public offices as well as 
the public funds. 

This spectacle of machine lawlessness, 
converting public trusts into mere party 
instruments at first with the consent of the 
people, and then using them to debauch 
elections, demoralize electors and rob the 
people, is the ultimate outcome of the sys- 
tem which has ruled Pennsylvania and her 
principal city. Behind it are venomous 
swarms of contractors’ rings and ward 
boss rings formed for minor steals and 
peculations in all branches of the public 
service. 

An organized attempt to engraft this 
Quay system upon the election machinery 
of St. Louis and Missouri is now making 
itself felt and will soon be as bold and ag- 
gressive as ever the Quay outfit „ un- 
less the people, warned in time, call a halt 
by beginning at home and excluding every- 
thing like ‘a political machine or boss

Union Seminary Directors Will Ignore 
the Action at Detroit. 


TODAY'S SESSION OF THE PRESBYTE- 
RIAN GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 
Overtures and Reports— Reduction in 
Officers’ Salaries—Purpose of the Peti-

New Tonk, May 26.—A Presbyterian clergy- 
man, to Dr. Briggs and connected 
with the Union Theological Seminary, said 
yesterday that in his opinion the directors of 
the seminary would simply ignore any vote 
of the General Assembly which disapproved 
of Dr. Briggs’ appointment. He said: Mr. 
Day, the counsel of the seminary, gave it as 
his opinion a short time ago that the board 
could not legally recognize any action of the 
assembly which would have even the ap- 
pearance of taking a hand in the government 
ofthe seminary. The government of the 
seminary is vested in the Board of Directors, 
according to the charter, and any recogni- 
tion of the assembly’s acts might vitiate the 


Dr. Briggs’ friends are saying now that 
they do not believe that the Presbytery will 
take any further step toward trying Dr. 
Briggs. They have come to the conclusion 
that the Presbytery’s action was merely po- 
litical, intended to bring Dr. Briggs’ case to 
the attention of the General Assembly and to 
draw its attention from revision. They be- 
lieve thatthe committee which Moderator 
Speer appointed will report no findings 
against Dr. Briggs at the June meeting of 
the Presbytery. Dr. Parkhurst started yester- 
day for Detroit. He will be on the scene of 
battle to champion Dr. Briggs this morning. 

Rev. Jas. 8. McDonald of California spoke 
feclingly of the death of Dr. Vandyke and 
desbribed some characteristic features of the 
work in the Northwest. 


PRESBYTERIAN ASSEMBLY. 


TO-DAY’S SESSION DEVOTED TO REPORTS AND 
COMMITTER REFERENCES. 

DETROIT, Mich., May 26.—After devotional 
exercises and reading of minutes at this 
morning’s session of the Presbyterian Assem- 
bly various reports were referred to commit- 
tees and the fixing of orders of the day for 
several items of business,the order of the day 
was vacant churches and unemployed minis- 
ters. A delegate opposed the proposition to 
fix the salary of the Secretary of the Corre- 
spondence at $2,500 a year as unnecessary be- 
cause each “presbytery has a man for 
the work, This money would give 
the gospel to five weak churches, An 
amendment to fix the price at $1,000 was 
tabled. Elder W. W. Hunter of Presbytery 
of Washington, a one armed man, thought 
the price too high; many men of greater 
ability work at much less. It it is purely a 
matter of correspondence would it not be 
well to have the office in a small place where 
living is cheaper. We ſelders represent busi- 
ness who have to provide the money. Let us 
not imitate politicians who make offices 
simply to provide for men; $2,000, $1,500 and 
$1,000 were proposed and $1,500 was chosen. 

A committee of five was then appointed to 
consider the constitutionality of the action 
proposed, to report to this assembly at their 
earliest convenience. 

The standing committee on the Board of 
Home Missions reported through Dr. Andrew 
Raymond of Albany. He thought the church 
needs a great missionary awakening. Read 
the report if you want to be convinced ofthis. 
It is not now as once, mainly a frontier, sod 
dugout work. It is a vast enterprise, as one 
sees if he looks over its many and great de- 
partments. The speaker gave a glance at 
the Northwest, New England and other di- 
visions, especially emphasizing the need of 
foreign populations. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Recommendations were made in connection 
with an overture from Niagara Presbytery 
asking that each presbytery be invited to 
send delegates to the fall meeting of the mis- 
sionary conference, and that such delegates 
shall constitute a special committee on home 
missions within the bounds of each presby- 
tery, and also urging the board to push Sab- 
bath-school work and that among foreign 
populations. The Moderator announced va- 
rious committees. 

The Moderator announced the instantane-

J. Vandyke, D. D., of Brooklyn, who had 
just resigned his pastorate to take the chair 
of systematic theology in Union Theological 
Seminary. Atelegram of condolence to the 
widow was voted,alsoa committee to prepare 


mer Moderator of the assembly dies during 
its session. The Moderator then led in prayer. 
Dr. McMillian, the new Secretary of the 
Board of Home Missions, spoke tenderly of 
Dr. Vandyke, who was at one time an active 
member of the board and always its warm 
friend; and also of the venerable Secretary 
Kendall, whois, on account of illness, absent 
for the first time in thirty years. He gave a 
vivid picture of the difficulties of getting a 
hearing for the gospel in some of the new 
towns in their booming period when Sunday 
is far the most busy day in the week, when 
the saloon is absolutely master of the situa- 
tion. 

In the West now-a-days there is almost 
nothing ofthe old time rivalry between de- 
nominations. He told of a town where the 
paper announced that when the Baptist bell 
rang the Presbyterian minister would preach 
in the Methodist Cr urch. 

J have myself run a quarterly meeting for 
thejMethodists,’’ he said; the Indian is very 
accessible to the gospel and work among 
them very hopeful. Had we spent 10 percent 
of what it has cost to Kill them in evangel.- 
izing them, there would have deen 
no ghost dance. Our missionaries 
felt perfectly safe during those 
horrible days.“ He told of the great progress 
made in New Mexico among Spanish Ameri- 
cansand in Utah, where young men who 
have been trained in missionary schools will 
do the right thing on juries to those polygz- 
amous old wretches. ‘‘Now we must not let 
this work go by default for lack of money.

AMERICAN BAPTIST MISSIONARY UNION, 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES ON VARIOUS MISSION 
FIELDS8—ADJOURNED. 

CINCINNATI, O., May 26.—The Tuesday ses- 
sion of the American Baptist Missionary 
Union, began at 9:30 in the Pike Opera-house. 
The main portion of the session was devoted 
to reports of committees on various mission 
fields. It was decided to hold the next annual 
session of the society at Philadelphia, with 
Rev. Mr. Boyd of New Jersey as preacher and 
Rev. Mr. Baldwin of Ohioasalternate. Rev. 
Mr. Buttrick reported for Africa, It was 
found by experience that native missionaries 
were hard to secure and found small wel- 
come. 

Rev. Mr. Grand spoke of Assam. Work 
there began in 1837. The people are lazy and 
timid, and small progress has been made. In 
the last year some churches have become 
self-supporting. Rev. Mr. Clifford spoke for 
Burmah. The Shans, 2,000. 000 strong, are 
open tothe gospel. He thoughtthe Chinese 
would rule the world unless the Anglo-Sax- 
ons quit drinking. Burmah, said Rev. 
Mr. Ualetor, is the back door of China. It 
isa center for missionary work. 

Rev. Mr. Taylor says that attendance by 
natives wason the decline. Infant baptism 
was rejected. June Id was urged asa day of 
prayer for Japan, and $25,000 was asked for a 
school at Tokio. Rev. Mr. Clement said there 
was prejudice still against the Bible. On 
motion, Rev. J. N. Murdock, Secretary of the 
union, was made Secretary of the union 
for life. He has served since (1863, 
and for ixty-three missionaries then; 
there ar 375 now. He made an 
address upon the work ot the society. He 
closed with deep feeling, as follows: ‘‘How 
I performed my duties others may say. I 
have seen the establishment of the Rangoon 
College. Iopened the doors of the mission- 
ary field tothe Baptist Christian women. I 
saw the birth of the Seminary Rama Palatan. 
I have seen this work stretching out right 
and left, and I shall never cease to pray for 
the prosperity of the union, and I pray that 
my successors may be yet more richly en- 
dowed with power. 

The union adjourned at 4 0’clock to-day,

The Male Floater Found in the River 
Identified as John Wyant. 


SUICIDE OF AN OLD MAN WHO RECEIVED 
ALLOWANCES FROM EUROPE. 


He Was Fond of Playing the Guitar and 
Claimed to Be a Chemist-—Burglars 
Caught in Joseph Rossi’s Grocery— 
Struck With a Beer Glass-A Warrant 
tor a Bridegroom. 


Early this morning Wm. stohiman of 1848 
Menard street, called at the Morgue and 
identified the body of the unknown man 
found floating yesterday in the river at the 
foot of Anna street as that of John Wyant. 
When the body was taken fromthe water 
three coupling links were found to be at- 
tached to the remains by a copper wire, 
which had been fastened around the 
waist, Stohlman was unable to ac- 
count for this, although to the author- 
ities evidences of suicide was apparent. 
Wyant was a widower, 67 years old, 
and leaves no known relatives in this city. 
He had rented a room from stohlman for the 
past two years, and according to the stories 
of stohlman and other members of the family 


cide with a mystery attached, 

Old John Wyant never worked at any reg- 
ular calling, but at unfailing intervals of two 
months he would receive from a sister in Ger- 
a registered letter 
sufficient to enable him 
pay debts contracted for his 
modest maintenance. He represented to the 
Stohlmans, however, that he was by pro- 
fession a chemist and brewer, and was em- 
ployed by the Anheuser-Busch Brewing Co. 
in a consulting capacity. The only hours 
during which he was absent from his room 
were in the forenoon, and he explained this 
by saying that he was then at the Anheuser- 
Busch Brewery making experiments with a 
brewing yeast from which he expected 
some day to realize a fortune. 
Inquiry at the Anheuser Busch company’s 
offices was met with the statement 
that Wyant had never been employed there 
and that they knew of no such man. 

For the past four months Wyant had failed 
to pay his room rent to the Stohlmans, but 
as he represented that he would surely soon 
hear from his sister in Germany, and as he 
had never before failed to pay promptly no 
uneasiness was felt and the old man re- 
mained on his neighborly and friendly terms 
with the family. He was quite musical in 
his tastes and would always take his 
guitar with him when he called on 
the Stohimans to spend the evening, which 
he frequently did. Of late, however, the old 
fellow laid his beloved guitar aside and 
seemed to have lost his fondness for its 
music. But he was still apparently cheerful. 

Tuesday night, a week ago, is the last time 
he was seen alive by any of the Stohlmans. 
At that time he was met by Mrs. Steinmeyer, 
Stohlman’s daughter-in-law, in the alley. He 
was then carrying in his hand a bag, whichis 
now Delieved to have contained the coupling 
links and copper wire found attached 
to his dead body. He stopped and talked 
pleasantly fora few moments and then went 
on his way—probably to the suicidal act he 
had determined upon. The next time he 
was seen was when his dead body was iden- 
tified at the Morgue by Stohlman this morn. 
ing. He leaves no property, and the city 
will have to bury the remains. Coroner 
Irwin held an inquest this morning and re- 
turned a verdict of death by drowning.

Werner Got a Warrant. 


A warrant for fraud was issued this morn- 
ing by Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Estep 
against John Bayersdoerfer. Complaint was 
made inthe case by a young man named 
William Werner, living on North Market 
street, near Twenty-second, who alleged that 
the defendant had victimized him in the 
amount of $1,000. 

The case isa peculiar one, Bayersdoerfer 
is 26 years old, and until last Saturday lived 
with his mother at 1017 South Ser- 
enth street. It appears that about 
two months ago, Mrs. Bayersdoerfer gave her 
son $1,000 with which to purchase a route on 
the Post-DIsPaTcH. Bayersdoerfer fulfilled 
the commission, and had the route placed on 
the books in his mother’s name, de deliver- 
ing the papers and transacting the attendant 
business. Early last Sunday morning the 
young man left home, telling his mother that 
he was going out to deliver his papers. He 
did not return, and on Monday Mrs. Bayers- 
doerfer, in looking over the list of marriage 
licenses issued, came upon the name of her 
son coupled with that of Miss Augusta Reid- 
meyer of 1011 Park avenue. 

An investigation brought to light the young 
man’s duplicity. Itappearsthat on May 4, 
tiring of his work and wishing to realize in 
order to fulfill his vows to Miss Reidmeyer, 
Bayersdoerfer sold the route to William Wer- 
ner for $1,000, pocketing the proceeds and 
concluding the arrangements for his mar- 
riage. The mother first made application for 
the warrant but could not satisfy the author- 
ities thatany fraud had been perpetrated. 
Werner, however, to-day made affidavit to 
the fact that on May 4 Bayersdoerfer brought 
to the Post-DIsPATCH Office a woman who he 
introduced as his mother and who gave her 
consent tothe transfer of the title to the 
route. On the strength of this statement the 
warrant for fraud was issued. Bayersdoerfer 
went from St. Louis to Kansas City on Sunday 
night with his newly-made wife. It is 
thought that he is now in Chicago and the 
assistance ofthe police authorities at that 
point will be invoked in effecting his arrest 
and detention. 


Burglar’s Caught. 

Shortly before 12 o’clock last night Officers 
Connor and Meehan of the Third District 
found the side door of Joseph Roasi’s 
grocery, southeast corner of Fifteenth and 
Morgan streets, standing slightly ajar. The 
officers investigated and on searching the 
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while on the sidewalk in front of their board- 
ing- place at 502 South Twenty-second street, 
about 6:30 last evening. Wilson used a 
pocket-knife, with which he split open his 
opponent’s nose its entire length.

THE RESERVE FUND. 


Several Propositions for Its Disposition to 
Be Considered. 


The question of the disposal fof the reserve 
fund of the Merchants’ Exchange is still 
agitating the members, andthe vote of Sat- 
urday, instead of temporarily settling mat- 
ters, has led to the discussion of a variety of 
propositions. 

The first to be ‘presented was a petition 
drawn up by Moses Fraley and John T. Mul 
ken, both of whom were actively engaged in 
opposing the measure recently defeated.iThis 
petition asks that a committee of thirteen, 
consisting of the President and E. O.Stanard 
B. Eilseman of Rice, Stix & Co., Nathan Cole, 
John T. Davis, R. M. Hubbard, T. W. Carter, 
Samuel Cupples, O. H. Albers, John Whitta- 
ker, F. H. Ryan, Herman Heusler and H. 
O. Haarstick, be authorized to. select a 
site between the time of their election and 
Jan. 1, 1898, and to report tothe members of 
the Exchange. A majority vote will author- 
ize this committee to make any purchase 
recommended by the majority of its mem- 
bers. This proposition is only the first of 
many. Anotheristhata committee of six- 
teen be elected by the members, and that it 
be instructed to examine various sites and 
reportthem with their recommendation to 
the members of the exchange. A vote shall 
then be taken, andthe reserve fund used to 
purchase such a site as meets 
with the approval of the ma- 
jority, and that any deficiency in 
funds shall be made up by placing a mort- 
gage on the property,as itis a recognized fact 
that the money now in the reserve fund is 
not sufficient in amount either to purchase 
or rent a suitable building. Still another 
faction are in favor of putting to a vote the 
proposition to obolish the three-fourth rule 
entirely. The Board of Directors, it is 
argued, have now the power to appointa 
Real Estate Committee, or one can be 
elected, which will have as full power of 
negotiation as any of the proposed 
committees. The gist of the matter 
is the power conferred on a 
bare majority to authorize the purchase, in- 
stead of requiring a three-fourths vote, as at 
present. It is argued that many would vote 
in favor of abolishing the three-fourths rule, 
if by so doing an opportunity were given to 
those who believed that some investment 
other than Government banks or real 
estate would be beneficial to the interests of

THE MAYOR’S PHILOSOPHY.

Their 
business makes them insensible to such ap- 
peals and they go on trying to railroad people 
tothe penitentiary or Work-house. Some of 
the police get so thoroughly interested in 
their business as to become blind to human 
considerations, and without knowing it their 
actions turn to persecution rather than prose- 
cution. I stood in their path when 
1 felt a lecture or some slight 
punishment or even a discharge 
would better the person before me. As Mayor 
I will follow out this in dealing with persons 
punished in the Police Courts. In taking this 
view of human nature I claim no superior 
excellency in the premises. I have never 
been possessed of that cynical state of feeling 
that makes one believe all men and women 
are bad. lIattribute my feeling in such mat- 
ters to the fact that I have always had pleas- 
ant surroundings, a fairly fortunate life, a 
physique that never permits of serious iliness 
and a light and joyous temperament. This is 
a condition that many might drift into after 
spending so many years in the surroundings 
in which I was placed.’’ 

DID NOT FEEL HURT. 

In conclusion Mayor Noonan said the re- 
marks made by Rev. Mr. Grannis did not in- 
jure his feelings in the extreme. If Mr, 
Grannis considered him a sinful 
man, he was entitled to his 
opinion. The Mayor did not want it under- 
stood that he cared to raise any issue with 
Rev. Grannis on this subject or any other 
minister in or out of the Evangelical Alli- 
ance.

The Thomas Alien estate, 
the Quigleys andthe Godeys of Carondelet 
have also been approached with offers either 
of outright purchase or with attempts to se- 
gure options on land owned by them at the 
eastern terminal of the proposed bridge. In 
the case ot the Quigleys of Carondelet, who 
are heavy holders of land in that locality, it 
is said that they have just been offered $300 
per month for six months foran option on 
their east side property, which offer they de- 
clined, supplementing it with a proposition 
to sell outright at a certain figure. The deal 
is still open on that basis. It is also under- 
stood that the executors of the Thomas 
Allen estate refuse to sell at the present time, 
believing that there will be developments in 
the near future which will justify them in 
holding until they know what is in the 
wind. 

GOULD OWNS THE WESTERN TERMINUS. 

These purchases of property and attempts 
to secure options on land are confined al- 
together to the East side, as stated by 
the old stockholders of the East Oarondelet & 
St. Louis Bridge Co. There is no attempt be- 
ing made to secure property at the western 
terminus of the proposed bridge. Such re- 
ported activity on one side of the river and 
inactivity on the other side is of so peculiar a 
nature as to have convinced the sellers of the 
bridge franchise that it has a significant bear- 
ing upon the mystery of the movement to se- 
sure the Carondelet Bridge franchise. 

They state that the significance will be un- 
derstood when it is now known for the first 
time that the western terminal facilities. of 
the Carondelet Bridge are already owned by 
Jay Gould and that the land necessary to give 
such control was purchased by him through 
John B. Clements. The ostensible reason 
given for the purchases at the time, itis 
said, was that they were necessary to obtain 
certain accommodations and improvements 
for the Oak Hill & Carondelet 
Road owned by Mr. Gould. But 
when all the deals were closed it was found 
that Gould owned the entire western ter- 
minal property of the bridge company, and 
that it had direct connection with the Oak 
Hill & Carondelet tracks, éhould he 
ever destre to use it in that way. The Oak 
Hin tracks are fifty or sixty feet higher, and 
thus give an unrivaled approach to what will 
be the western terminus of the Carondelet 
bridge. These facts have been studied over 
of late by the Carondelet people and they 
have caused certain views of Gould’s plans to 
be generaily entertained.

MADE TO FLY THE FLAG. 


America’s Captains Compelled to Cele- 
brate Victoria’s Birthday. 
DETROIT, Mich., May 26.—It has long been 


the custom of the Detroit, Belle Isle & Wind- 
sor Ferry Co., whose boats ply between De- 


\troit and its Canadian neighbor Windsor, to 
celebrate the holidays of both countries, by 
decorating their boats with flags. There has 
never been any official attention given to 
this, the company doing it voluntarily. Sun- 
day was Queen Victoria’s 72d birthday, but 
the Canadian authorities set a particular day 
for its celebration. When the ferry- 
boats left the Windsor dock yesterday 
morning, not a fag waved from 
their poles. When the ferryboat 
Victoria reached Windsorthe customs officer 
ordered the captain to run upthe British flag, 
but that official refused to comply. Supt. 
Clinton talked plain United States to the 
customs official, but when that worthy made 
vague threats to have the Victoria tied up, 
Clinton weakened and put up the flags. When 
the incident became known Collector Hop- 
kins of the port of Detroit and the United 
States District Attotney were notified and 
they said the Canadian official had no right 
totake the step he did. A telegram nar- 
rating the circumstances has been sent to 
Secretary Blaine. The official says the com- 
pany exists under a Canadian -franchise and 

in spite of the fact that the boats are Ameri- 
can they must fulfill the Canadian’s desire or 
lose theit charter. a

PETER JACKSON. 


The Negro Willing to Cancel His Match 
With Goddard for Another Go With 
the Californian—Jem Carney Loses to 
Dick Burge on a Foul—Sporting News 
in General. 


MELBOURNE, May 2%6.—The prize fight which 
came off here yesterday between Joe Choyn- 
ski and Mick Dooley was one of the shortest 
combats ever recorded in the history of the 
ring. The result showed that Dooley was no 
match for Choynski, the latter knocking him 
out In a round and Ii seconds. From the mo- 
ment the men entered the ring OChoynski 
adopted rushing tactics and in a short time 
he drove Dooley to the ropes. 

When the men faced each other in the sec- 
ond round it was further demonstrated that 
Choynski was the superior of Dooley. The 
latter was completely overpowered, and, 
when 11 seconds of the time allotted for the 
second round had expired, Choynski made a 
drive at Dooley and knocked him completely 
out. Choynski was the favorite in the betting 
at odds of 6to 4 and received no punishment 
at all. 


Joe Choynski, who won the battle, is a 
young Californian and is one of the, lightest 
men in the heavy-weight class, fighting at 
about 165 pounds. In fact he is just too heavy 
to be able to train down to the middle-weight 
limit and be strong. He began fighting when 
a mere boy and has always displayed great 
dluck, and besides being able tostand punish- 
ment is capable of striking a terrific blow for 
a man of his weight. 

When but a boy he fought Jim Corbett 
twenty-sevén hard rounds, the man who 
fought Peter Jackson a draw being at that 
time very g himself, Choynski is not 
much overdge now. He has fought a num- 
ber of battles; but it is only in the last year or 
two that his real worth has commenced to be 
appreciated. He has become a very scientific 
fighter, and this with his hard hitting and 
ability to stand punishment, makes him one 
of the best men in the world at his weight, if 
not the best. He went to Australia 
last winter and bis (first contest 
of any consequence there was with 
Fogarty, ‘‘the jaw-breaker.’’ The latter 
sobriquetis applied to the Australian be- 
cause of the number of jaws he has broken by 
landing his terrible right in that susceptible 
point. He isnotascientific fighter, but is 
strong and able to stand a great deal of pun- 
ishment besides beingso hard a hitter. He 
had to standthe punishment when he met 
Choynskl. The young Californian so 
far outclassed Fogarty that **the 
jaw-breaker’’ had not one opportnnity to 
land his terrible right and was not inthe 
fight — the start. Choynski had every- 
thing His own way and was not long in finish- 
ing his man. Choynski’s easy defeat of 
Fogarty led to his being matched to fight Joe 
Goddard, the Barriers champion, who fought 
an eight-round draw with Peter Jackson and 
who, with the negro and Slavin in America 
and England respectively, was considered 
the best man in the Antipodes. God- 
dard is a short man of remark- 
able muscular development. He does not 
possess a great amount of science, but can 
stand almost any amount of punishment and 
strike a blow which would fellanox. It was 
these qualties which enabled him torush 
Jackson and makea draw with him despite 
the negro’s superior science and reach. It is 
said that if the fight had lasted two rounds 
longer the great black would nave been 
knocked out. Jackson, who claims he was 
not in condition when he met Goddard, has 
been matched to fight him again 
for a purse of $5,000. The battle 
between Choynski and Goddard took 
place before the Sydney Athletic 
Club on the evening of Feb. 10: Goddard’s 
weight was announced as 14 stone 6 pounds 
(202 pounds) and Choynski’s as 12 stone (168 
pounds). This would make a difference of 34 
pounds in weight in Goddard’s favor. Some 
claim, however, that he actually weighed but 
186 pounds and Choynski’s real weight was 
166 pounds. Even this would give Goddard 
the advantage of 20 pounds, which is a big 
handicap in a fight. After four of the hard- 
est rounds ever fought Choynski’s seconds 
threw upthe sponge. Both men were terri- 
bly punished. 

Then Choynski was matched to fight Mick 
Dooley of Melbourne, who twice fought God- 
dard toa stand still. Dooley is one of the 
most scientific fighters in the ring. He is the 
man whom it was stated was coming to 
America to fight Fitzsimmons. The latter 
when asked about Dooley remarked that he 
was a terror, but said he could not train 
down to the middle-weight limit and be 
strong. Dooley had the advantage of 
Choynski in height and reach and probably 
weighed eight or nine pounds more. 

Dooley has been before the Australian public 
for many years, and is generally conceded to 
be one of the cleverest big men in the world, 
He is one of the most popular boxers Aus 
tralia has ever produced and is fairly idolized 
by all his pupils. He is at present engaged 
as heavy - weight instructor at the Sydney 
Club, He was born at Yellow Rock, Albion 
Park, Illawarra, New South Wales. He is 
about 27 years of age, stands 5 feet 11% inches 
in his stockings, weighs at the ringside 12 
stone 5 pounds (173 pounds). He is of 
much slighter build than Goddard anda 
more scientific fighter. He has defeated many 
men in his time, both with the knuckles and 

h gloves. Among his victims were Webby 
Booth, P. Ryan, Sandy Ross, Nolan and Owen 
Sullivan. Dooley got over the game Irishman 
in two rounds. He was bested by Peter Jack- 
son, the black wonder of the world, once,and 
by Paddy Slavin on two occasions. Dooley 
has bested many other men too numerous to 
mention. He has a splendid pair of feet and 
a great left hand, and has never been known 
to ill-use a man whom he had in difficulties.

Lonpon, England, May 26.—Jem Carney and 
Dick Burge fought last night in the Hop &

the light-weight championship. Although 
Carney had the contest his way from the 
start and punished Burge terribly, the latter 
was awarded the contest on a foul.
